THJS TARIFF lULL. 


The Senate Finance Committee is 


considering the Tariff bill with a view 
of amending it. The Democrats desire 
to report it next Monday to the Senate 
and the Republicans want it withheld 
for consideration another week. 


There are various reports in circula- 


tion regarding the outcome of the bill. 
It has been amended so that wool is all 
tjat remains on the free list and it is 
possible that a duty will be placed on 
that article before the billgets through 
the Senate. Senators, irrespective of 
party, are endeavoring to do what 
they can for the interests of their re- 
spective States regardless of the gen- 
eral effect. Brice of Ohio, Roach of 
Nortu Dakota, Kyle of South Dakota 
and Martin of Kansas, and probably 
White of California, will favor a low 
tariff on wool. Smith of New Jersey 
is also said to bo opposed to the bill in 
its present shape, not because wool is 
on the free list, but for the reason that 
certain features of the schedule on 
pottery and gla- -> • .re are not satis- 
factory to his co.n.ituents. Hill of 
Now York refuses to indicate how he 
will vote on the bill, but lie admits that 
he is opposed to the income tax clause. 


The sugar trust, while pretending to 


be opposed to the bill, will, it is said, 
make $36,000,000 profit in the next two 
years if the terms conceded by the 
Finance Committee should be written 
into law. According to these terms 
there in a higher duty imposed on re- 
flned sugar than on the lower grades. 
This is satisfactory to the trust and 
will give it almost as good an oppor- 
tunity to make money as that which it 
now has under the McKinley bill.

The Wall Street o ambine, composed 


of Republicans and Democrats in the 
Senate and House of Representatives, 
used every means in their power to 
defeat the Bland Seigniorage bill. 
-Every Republican of note in both 
Houses voted against it. Reed mar- 
shaled enough Democrats with his Re- 
publicans to break a quorum to pre- 
vent a vote on tho bill. Dolph of Ore- 
gon asserted in the Senate that the 
bill is a reckless proposition to in- 
crease the coinage of silver dollars 
without adequate provision for main- 
taining their equality with gold. 


Novv it is stated by Representative 


Tracey of New York, one of the Demo- 
crats in the Wall Street combine, that 
the President will veto the bill and 
promptly return it to Congress without 
his approval. Tracey is raid to be very 
near the President and thoroughly 
understands his views on financial 
matters. He claims to know that he 
will veto the bill, and as the combina- 
tion in Congress is strong enough to 
prevent its passage, notwithstanding 
tho 'jjctious of tho President, there is 
not much hope of tho bill becoming a 
law. 
A few days, however, will settle 


the question beyond doubt. 


TO ABOLISH THE HOUSE OF LOBDS. 


Henry Labouchere, the leader of the 


Radicals in the British House of Com- 
mons, offered an amendment to the 
Queen's speech to abolish the power 
enjoyed by persons not elected to 
Parliament to prevent bills from being 
submitted to Her Majesty. The Gov- 
ernment, though hostile to the Lords 
and in favor of restricting their power 
in legislation, did not support the 
nmemdment, but it was carried never- 
theless by a majority of two in a total 
vote of 292. . 


As the custom has been in England 


for th» ministry to resign when the 
Commons failed to sustain it, there is 
a prospect of the Roseberry ministry 
resigning, though the passage of the 
Labouchere amendment car. scarcely 
be construed to mean a defeat of the 
Government. Should Roseberry con- 
clude to surrender the reins of the 
Government to the Queen an election 
will be ordered forthwith and if the new- 
ly elected House of Commons t'.ivors the 
abolition of the House of Lords that 
relio of the feudal ages, when might 
made right, will cease to exist except in 
history. 


I.v consequence of the combination 


against silver, tho coinage of that metal 
in Germany has fallen 22,000,000 marks 
below the authorized limit, As there 
is n demand for silver coins which the 
Government cannot supply, Chancellor 
Caprivi has submitted to the Bundes- 
rath a proposal to coiu 11,000,000 marks 
in five-mark pieces, 7,000,000 marks in 
two-mark pieces and 4,000,000 marks in 
one-mark pieces. 


IN June, 1874, Captain Clay Whitely, 


who was then a Corporal, was sent by 
General Hunter with a detail to burn 
the homestead of General Stonewall 
Jackson at Lexington, Virginia. He 
took a small bible from Jackson's li- 
brary while the residence was in flames. 
Last Monday Captain Whitely sent the 
bible to General Jackson's widow, who 
is now living in Charlotte, North Car- 
olina. 


THE Utah Legislature expired by

WASHINGTON, March 14.—In the Sen- 


ate, Gallinger in the Chair, Harris 
asked to resume consideration of the 
Seigniorage bill, as a vote was to be 
taken at Zip. x. on Allison's motion to 
reconsider the vote by which the bill 
was ordered to a third reading, and 
possibly after that on the" motion of 
Manderson to commit the bill to the 
Finance Committee. Agreed to. 


It was expected that Dolph would 


read the extracts which he was about 
to read yesterday when the Senate ad- 
journed. Dolph, however, said the ob- 
jection to their printing without read- 
ing was withdrawn, so he had nothing 
further to say. 


Then Allison's motion was defeated

Decision of the District Court In tbe 


Case. 


In the District Court of the State of Ne- 


vada, 
County 
of 
Washoe—John 
P. 


Foulks, plaintiff, vs. Washoe County, 
defendant. 


DECISION. 


The plaintiff avers that in 1890 he 


agreed with the Board of County Com- 
missioners of defendant (and that said 
agreement was entered upon the min- 
utes of the Board) to the effect that if 
he would repair and convey to the de- 
fendant c, certain bridge, which he then 
owned, and which.the public had there- 
tofore used, with his permission, the 
defendant would pay him for said re- 
pairs uot to exceed $500 and for said 
bridge $350. That thereafter he laid 
out and expended $500 in making such 
repairs, and on June 28,1893, tendered 
a good and sufficient deed for the 
bridge, and duly presented bis bill for 
$850, which the said Board wholly re- 
fused to allow. 


The complaint does not aver that 


any advertisement for bids for making 
said repairs was made, or any apprais- 
ers appointed to estimate the value of 
said bridge before said agreement was 
entered into or said repairs made, or 
that it was a case of emergency. 


The cause was submitted upon the 


demurrer of defendant, as not stating 
facts sufficient to constitute a cause of 
action. 


Boards of County Commissioners in 


this State are given authority " to lay 
out, control and manage public roads 


* * and bridges," and to "lease or 


purchase any real or personal property 
necessary for the use of- the county." 
(Gen, dial., Section 1949.) The exercise 
of this authority is restricted in the 
case of constructing 
or 
repairing 


bridges, in that if the repairs exceed 
$100 in value (except in cases of emer- 
gency) the work must be let to the low- 
est responsible bidder, after reason- 
able notice by advertisement or post- 
ing (Gen. titat., Sections 468,441.), and, 
in respect to real estate, none can be 
purchased "unless the value of thb 
same be previously appraised and fixed 
by three disinterested persons." (Gen. 
Slat. Section 1949.) 


These provisions are plain and un- 


ambiguous, and are decisive of this 
case. Where a party claims that a 
county is liable in consequence of 
action by its Board of Commissioners, 
it is incumbent upon him to allege and 
prove that every step has been taken 
which is essential to create such lia- 
bility. 


iArticle IV, Section 26 of the Con- 


stitution,providos that "the Legislature 
shall provide by law for the election of 
a Board of County Commissioners in 
each county, and such County Com- 
missioners shall jointly and individ- 
ually perform such duties as are pre- 
ribed by law." 
" It is a tribunal with limited j urisdic- 


bion, and possessed only of (^(cm-judi- 
cial powers, and cannot proceed except 
in strict accordance with the mode 
provided by statute. It has no right 
or authority to adopt any other mode 
than that provided for and pointed out 
by the statute. It possesses no com- 
mon law jurisdiction or power. The 
statute is its guide, and a strict adher- 
ence to it is essential. All the author- 
ities are to this effect and there can be 
no safety in any other rule." (State -vs. 


allagher, 3:3 Nev., 35, Poo. Rep., 4S6.) 
It cannot be too frequently impressed 


upon the attention of the public and 
Soards of County Commissioners, that 
;he statute is the source and measure 
of their powers. The Board is vested 
with no equitable power, no authority 
;o do or not do a particular thing be- 
cause the doing or not doing of it may 
seem just, equitable and right. The 
jeople of this State by their Constitu- 
lon gave the Legislature the sole right 
of determining what power Boards of 
County Commissioners might exercise 
and the manner and conditions under 
which the Boards might act. If the 
authority with which such Boards are 
clothed is inadequate to a just and 
equitable enforcement of public duties, 
or its operation produces an unequal 
distribution of public burdens, or un- 
unjust results, the sole remedy is an 
appeal to the Legislature, the source of 
its power, and the only tribunal which 
can alter or enlarge it. The wisdom of 
;his rule is undoubted. Experience has 
demonstrated that a fair expenditure ot 
public revenues for public purposes 
can only be attained where such terms 
and limitations are imposed as will 
prevent hasty action, individual favor- 
tism, and secret 'jobbing in acquiring, 
ionstructing 
and 
repairing public 


property. The source and extent of the 
Board's authority being found in the 
written law, none need be misled, and 
..he public 
protection, 
which 
the 


statutory limitations were intended to 
secure, ought not to be impaired or 
destroyed by judicial licence to ignore 
.hem. Leave to trangress the statute 
n one instance, upon considerations of 
special utility or worthiness of pur- 
pose, is to invite the Board to overstep 
he boundaries which the law has 
raised, whenever it shall consider it 
wise or expedient BO to do. That is just 
what it was intended to prevent when 
;he Constitution limited their duties 
to such as are prescribed by law. To 
permit it to be done would be contrary 
o both the letter and spirit of the law 
and against every lesson which gov- 
ernmental experience affords. 


This principal has been uniformly 


and unhesitatingly asserted by our 
Supreme Court, and the wisdom and 
safety of such a rule must be conceded. 
It is here repeated because of the con- 
stant importuning with Boards and 
other officers for the allowance and 
payment of claims without respectable 
>retense of statutory authority and 
solely because some individual or pnb-

lie end or purpose is thought to be 
worthy of 
public assistance. The 


steadfast adherence to this rule, so 
plain that all may understand, is 
two-fold shield and protection. For 
the Board it points the pathway, fixes 
the jurisdiction and justifies a refusal 
to act upon extraneous considerations, 
and for the public it is an enduring 
safeguard against the dissipation of 
public funds for unauthorized pur- 
poses, or by irregular methods. To 
tolerate any deviation from this rule is 
to open an unrestricted way for muni- 
cipal corruption, 
official peculation 


and fraudulent transactions in one of 
the most important departments of the 
public service.

CHKIS GOTTSCHALK BUSSING, 


No Trace of Him Since 9 O'clock.Tues- 


ilay Night, When He Had About iRIOO 
in His Possession. 
There was considerable excitment 


yesterday afternoon and evening on 
the street on account of the mysterious 
disappearance of Chris Gottschalk of 
the Arcade Hotel. He has not been 
seen since night before last about 9 
o'clock. The theory of foul play has 
been advanced and the officers scoured 
the city high and low, but without find- 
ing any trace of him. 


Last evening a squaw was reported to 


have said that the body of a white man 
was in a ditch near the poor farm. 
Several parties at once went out and 
searched at the place indicated by the 
squaw, and also all the neighboring 
ditches and streams without finding 
any sign of a human body. 


The fact of Gottschalk being missing 


lent color to the supposition that if 
there was a body lying in a ditch it 
must be his. Several went out to the 
Indian camp to see the squaw, when 
she denied that she had said any such 
thing. 


Tuesday Gottschalk drew $250 from 


the Bank of Nevada which he had on 
deposit, and out of this paid several 
bills about town and $75 for his first 
month's rent. 
He must have had 


about $100 in his possession at the 
time of his disappearance. 


Inquiry at the ticket office revealed 


the fact that no ticket was sold him the 
night before. The conductor on the 
train going west was James Guesford 
and when he returnei on No. 1 last 
evening said that no person got on the 
train here the night before who did not 
have a ticket, and he did not see Gotts- 
chalk on board. 


This missing man was at one time 


not long since engaged to a young lady 
in Oakland, and many were of the be- 
lief that he had slipped off slyly, in- 
tending to return in a few days with a 
bride. A dispatch was sent her yes- 
terday asking if he had been there, and 
she answered not. 


The case is certainly mysterious, and 


while it does not seem plausible that 
in case he had been foully dealt with, 
robbery being the object, his body 
would have been hidden at least so 
effectually, yet if he has only gone 
away he has done so in a manner to 
cover up every trace of his departure.

—A Splendid Showing. 


The schools of the State are prepar- 


ing a fine exhibit for the Midwinter 
Fair, which will be placed in the Ne- 
vada building. 


The Reno public &chools have com- 


pleted the exhibit of the work done by 
them in the various departments, which 
will be bound and form ail interesting 
collection for the study and entertain- 
ment of visitors at the great fair. The 
work is all done by the pupils, unaided 
by the teachers, and shows how well 
and thorough has been the training of 
the youths of the Riverside city. The 
papers?, which were examined by a 
JOUENAL reporter, are ueat and legibly 
written, the drawings with which many 
of them are illustrated being remarka- 
aly well executed, and ia many cases 
show decided talent. The book-keepiug 
sets, work in composition, geometry, 
physics, etc., of the High School de- 
partment show results of correct- 
ness and excellence which only most 
igid and careful training ou the part 
of the teachers could have brought 
about. The work in the other grades 
cannot be too strongly commended, 
and shows what wonderful strides the 
sresent age has made in the art; of im- 
>arting instruction. 


The exhibit is impossible to de- 


scribe and must be seen to be appre- 
iated. 
The work in the primary 


;rades will surprise any one who has 
not kept pace with the modern normal 
methods of teaching children. Little 
ones seven and eight years old have 
papers legibly and neatly written and 
which ten years ago would have been 
thought creditable to boys and girls of 
ten and twelve. School teaching has 
novv become a science and the day of 
the old-fashioned pedagogue who exer- 
cised his muscle more than his brain is 
goae. 
The work demonstrates how 


well the Reno schools are organized 
and proves the fact that our teachers, 
to use the words of Col. Francis Parker, 
are "artists and not artisans" in their 
chosen profession. The papers will be 
bound in three volumes, and ought to 
be examined by every parent in Eeno. 


These volumes will contain, in addi- 


tion, photographs of the school build- 
ings, the different classes, the teachers 
and the Board of School Trustees. 
The last two were paid for by the trus- 
tees and teachers, respectively, them- 
selves. The books will also have a 
number of illustrations drawn by the 
pupils. Among these which deserve 
special mention for their excellence— 
all being meritorious—is a drawing of 
a branch of peaches by Joe Hamp of 
the third year grade. The sketch is 
one which gives evidence of natural 
talent of considerable promise. The 
drawing of a dog by Gertrude Buncel, 
the portrait of Edward I and scenes 
from the Tale of Two Cities (both well 
executed) a drawing of a skeleton by 
Louis Seitz and the portraits of Grant 
and Lee by Dora Abrahams will sur- 
prise the examiner by reason of the 
precision and talent with which the 
young people respectively wield the 
pencil.
